The  Library  association  met  in 
annual  session  Monday  afternoon  and 
transacted  regular  business,  includ- 
ing the  receiving  of  the  reports  of 
the  treasurer  and  librarian  and  the 
election  of  the  following  officers  and 
directors  for  the  year: 

President,  Cecil  Horne;  first  vice- 
president,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Goldsmith;  sec- 
ond. vice-president,  W.  M.  Odell,  sec- 
retary, Miss  Rebecca  Royal;  treasur- 
er, O.  L.  Bishop.

Report  of  Librarian,  Miss  Rebecca 
Royal. 

The  following  report  was  submit- 
ted: 

To  the  Board  of  Directors: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
twelfth  annual  report  of  the  Carne- 
gie Public  Library  for  the  year  end- 
ing March  31,  1917. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  li- 
brary during  the  year,^5  6 volumes 
219  bought,  137  given  and  12  de- 
posited by  the  Harmony  club.  One 
hundred  and  fifty-three  volumes 
have  been  rebound  and  398  mended 
in  the  library^  3 6 volumes  have  been 
lost  and  worn  out.  There  aie  at 
present  in  the  library  818  8 volumes. 

Seventy-six  periodicals  are  receiv- 
ed, 62  by  subscription  and.  14  by 
gift,  ,62  8 periodicals  v^ere  issued  for 
home  use  during  the  year. 

Twenty-one  thousand,  four  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  volumes  have 
been  loaned  for  home  use,  14,377  tc 
adults  and  7,088  to  children.  Boob 
lists  of  timely  interest  have  been 
given  place  in  the  daily  papers  and 
have  brought  many  requests  for  the 
books  advertised.  The  library  has 
been  open  285  days  during  the  year 
for  loaning  books,  and  for  reading 
and  reference  363  days. 

The  reference  department  has 
been  strengthened  by  the  purchase 
of  the  New  International  Encyclo- 
pedia and  the  gift  from  Mr.  Mayers 
of  the  Catholic  Encyclopedia,  from 
Mr.  Meredith  of  the  Cyclopedia  of 
Architecture,  Carpentry  and  Build- 
ing, and  the  deposit  by  the  Harmony 
club  of  the  University  Musical  En- 
cyclopedia. The  card  index  to  the 
Southwestern  Historical  Quarterly 
undertaken  by  the  History  depart- 
ment of  the  high  school^has  been 
completed  to  date,  an^W  bound 
volumes  of  the  quarterly^ives  ready 
acce^to  much  valuable  material. 
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The  interest  in  oil  indications 
brought  many  requests  for  material 
on  mineral  resources  and  government 
documents  found  appreciated  recog- 
nition for  a time.  The  use  of  the  li- 
brary by  people  from  near-by  towns 
and  \ from  the  country  is  increasing. 
This  use  may  serve  as  an  awakening 
to  the  need  of  a county  library.  Many 
are  taking  adventage  of  the  provision 

made  by  the  board  that  any  one.  pay- 
ing city  tax  may  have  free  use  of  the 
library,  others  pay  one  dollar  a year. 

The -hall  has  been  used  freely  by 
the  public  for  civic,  educational  and 
committee  meetings  besides  many 
entertainments  where  large  seating 
Capacity  is  not  required. 

Story  hour  is  continued  with  the 
help^  of  several  teachers  of  the  pub-J 
lie  school  and  others  interested  in 
the  work.  Two  of  the  word  schools 
now  have  story  hour$  once  a week 
conducted  by  teachers  of  the  wards. 
Other  wards  contemplate  taking  up 
the  work  next  year.  Miss  O’Reilly, 
primary  supervisor,  Miss  Stout  and 
Miss  Gottselig  have  arranged  month  1 
ly  programs  and  assigned  a Stori; 
^SlHor  each  program.  Attendance 
has  averaged  2 5 children. 

The  book  exhibit  before  the  Christ- 
mas holidays  suggesting  books  to 
purchase  as  presents  for  children 
met  with  encouragement  and  will  be 
used  next  year. 

Four  hundred  and  r ninety-on<| 
names  have  been  registered  during 
the  year,  23  6 children,  88  men  an< 
167  women.  Five  hundred  and  twenl 
ty-nine  have  been  withdrawn,  1181 
children  and  411  adults.  There  are1 
at  present  3445  names  on  the  reg- 
ister. 

Eighteen  sections  of  double  stack 
have  been  bought  and  six  wall 
stacks  of  two  sections  each  ordered 
for  the  children’s  department.  Shelv- 
ing for  the  bound  newspaper  files  is 
much  needed  and  the  lighting,  es- 
pecially for  the  stoiQk  room,  must  be 
improved.  A sanitary  drinking  foun- 
tain, and  hat  and  umbrella  racks 
would  add  much  to  the  convenience 
of  the  public. 

With  commendation  for  efficient 
service  of  associates  on  the  staff  and 
thanks  to  the  directors  for  co-opera- 
tion and  support,
